ALL FEARS ALLAYED 


BULLETIN. 
Charleston, S. C., July 15.—All 
who abandoned the 
naval collier Hector when it 
grounded last night are safe 
aboard the tug Wilmington and 


the lighthouse tender Cypress, 


Capt. Bryan of the Charleston 
navy yard announced early to- 
day. 


Washington, D. C., July 14.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The big naval collier Hector, car- 
rying fifty-two marines in addition to a 
crew of twelve officers and seventy men, 
sank off Charleston, 8. C., late today 
in the hurricane which yesterday and 
early today swept the southers Atlantic 


| seaboard. 


The report of thé sinking of the Hee- 
tr came from Capt: Hunt of thetug Vigi- 
lant, which returned to Charleston after 
@ vain attempt to go to the collier's as- 
sistance. He was unable to say whether 
those aboard escaped. 

The steamer Alamo stood by the Hec- 
tor today, having responded to calls when 
the collier was disabled some sixty miles 
off shore last night. Statice conditions. 
were such that no wireless report could 
be obtained tonight from the Alamo. 


WIRELESS. MESSAGES CEASE. 

Fiive brief messages, all indicating that 
the collier was ina serious plight, reached 
the navy department during the after- 
noon. After the last of them came at 4 
o'clock, saying that the vessel had settled 
and was breaking up, and making an 
urgent appeal for heip, the department 
was unable to reéstablish communication 
with Charieston. 

As soon as the first call for help, relayed 
by the Charleston navy yard wireless, 


| reached the navy department the big sta- 


tion at Arlington sent broadcast an ap- 
peal asking any vessel in the vicinity to 
go to the Hector’s assistance. 

The dispatches from Charleston later 
quoted Capt. Hunt, master of'the tug, as 
dgaying the Hector attempted to put into 
port there when the storm disabled it, 
but, according to Capt. Hunt, went down 
about nine and one-half miles from the 
Charleston lightship. Capt. Hunt said 
part of the collier’s superstructure re- 
mained above water.

LOBBYING TEACHERS TARGET,

New York, July 14.—A marked increase 
in both the number of new cases and 
deaths in the infantile paralysis epidemic 
during the last twenty-four hours was 
shown today in the report of the health 
department. During the twenty-four 
hour period ending at 10 a. m. today there 
were 162 new cases, while thirty-one chil- 
dreri died from the disease in the five 
boroughs of New York. 

Brooklyn broke all records with sixteen 
deaths and 122 new cases. 

NO ALARM IN CHICAGO,

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Orpet Verdict 
Joslyn to End His Plea 


Due Today; 


BY SHEPPARD BUTLER. 

Tn all probability Will Orpet will know 
his fate before sundown today. 

The case goes to the jury early this 
afternoon—possibly at the end of a morn- 
ing session prolonged somewhat beyond 
the noon hur, the customary time of 
adjournment. 

Special Prosecutor David R. Joslyn 
Wants at least another hour to complete 
the ringing plea to the jury in the midst 
of which Judge Dnnelly interrupted him 
yesterday to adjourn court. The only 
remaining formality is the judge’s in- 
structions to thé twelve men, who wil! 
decide whether Orpet ig to be freed, sen- 
tenced to prison, or sent to the gallows 
for the murder of Marion Lambert in 
Helm’s woods in February. 


QUICK VERDICT EXPECTED. 
Then the jury will retire. Folks who 
think they know say they will not be out 
long. And folks who think they know 
say the verdict will be an acquittal. 
But that, of course, is the merest specu- 


lation. 

There is every possible surface indica- 
tion that eleven of the jurors have made 
up their minds and are ready for one 
quick ballot. For days they have acted 
as men convinced. if ever jurors did. 

There is a twelfth, however, who has 
devoted himself up to the last minute to 
the penciling of notes on every point 
made by the lawyers. He has been 
warned by Judge Donnelly that he must 
tot exhibit these to his fellow jarors as 
an authentic record, but he has kept at 
his work just the same. 

And it takes only one man to “ hang” 
a jury.. 

JOSLYN IN MIDST OF PLEA. 

Joslyn, the special prosecutor, was in 
the midst of an impassioned sentence 
when the courthouse clock boomed out 
five slow strokes. The judge interrupted 
with a barely audible word. 

“J guess I can’t finish by 6," said Jos- 
lyn. ) 

The courtroom, crowded as be- 
fore, relaxed. ‘Throughout the afternoon 
there had been an atmosphere of almost 
unbearable tension. The word had been 
whispered about that Joslyn hoped to be 
through by supper time—that the judge 
would Instruct the jury at once-—that 
there might be a verdict in the evening. 

But Sheriff Griffin pounded with his 
gavel and made the same old announce- 
ment: “Court stands adjourned until 
9:20 tomorrow morning.” And Orpet 


: 


| walked out dejectediy with his bailif. He 


had hoped there might not be another 
night in jail. 

Every available bit of space was occu- 
pied when Joslyn stepped forward to be- 
gin his eagerly awaited final plea for 
Orpet’s conviction. Chairs had been 
brought into the courtroom until there 
were no aisies left anywhere. Men and 
women, the latter in gay summer attire, 
perched on the window Tedges, clung to 
the radiators—even sat on the floor. 

Judge C. C. Edwards of Waukegan oc- 
cupied the bench with Judge Donnelly. 
It was Judge Edwards who conducted 
the preliminaries of the Orpet trial be! 
fore a change of venue to the Woodstock 
jurist was granted. Behind Judge Don- 
nelly sat a cluster of lawyers and other 
friends from McHenry county. 

In chairs near Frank Lambert, Marion's 
father, were several members of the 
“18" club, to which Marion belonged. 
It was their first appearance for weeks. 


JOSLYN BUILDS CASE. . 

Joslyn, in hie negligee shirt, soft collar, 

and black flowing Windsor tie, looked 
more like a temperamental painter—or 
perhaps an architect—than the legal 
workman building up his case before a 
jury. 
He started slowly, quietly, deliberately, 
staging a carefully planned contrast to 
the bitter denunciations of himself and 
Btate’s Attorney Dady which had been 
the high spots in the pleas of Orpet’s law- 
yers, Potter and Wilkerson, who had 
gone before. 

And, as indicated by Tas Tatsuws sev- 
eral days ego, he did not demand the 
eath penalty for Orpet. He put it this

“Tam not going to ask you to steel your 
hearts, if you find this defendant guilty 
beyond a reasonable doubt, to send this 
defendant to prison or death. I am going 
to ask you to make your hearts as tender 
a8 possible. 

“For, when we send a guilty man to 
death or imprisonment, we do it in mercy 
—that there may be fewer murders.”’ 


THE REAL BEGINNING. 

The gleam came into Joslyn’s eye—the 
gleam that had been there when he cross 
examined the hapless defendant. The 
rasp crept into his voice. He spoke of the

Second Line of Trenches 
and Several Towns 
Captured, 


COUNTER ONSETS FAIL

LONDON, July 14.—London today 
was thrilled by the news that Gen. Sir 
Donglas Haig had opened the second 


In a battle that exceeded in violence 
the first assault, thirteen days ago, the 
British carried the German second line 
for four miles, capured the villages of 
Bazantin le Petit, Bazantin le Grand, 
Longueral, and Ovillers, and carried the 
remaining German positions in the 
Trones wood. 

The battle began at daybreak. Only 
the day before yesterday the German 
first line, from Hardecourt to Ovillers, 
bad been won, and the big guns had be- 
gun to pound once more at the Teuton 
trenches. 

ARTILLERY PAVES WAY. 


All night the heavy artillery had been 
driven without pause at the German sec- 
ond line. With the approach of day- 
break the bombardment was redoubled, 
and soon after the first of Haig’s troops 
left their defences to begin the charge. 

Furious fighting continued for the reat 


The Germans, taken unawares by the 
swiftness with which the attack had 
been renewed, were forced back easily at 
first. But soon reinforcements were 
brought up and heavy counter attacks 
begun. - 

Two of these thrust were crushed by 
the British tire before they reached the 
newly won British positions. Then, in 
the afternoon, a third was launched at 
Bazantin le Petit. So fierce was this 
assault that Haig’s troops were pushed 
out of the village. But fresh infantry 
was brought up, and the Teuton were 
routed once more. 


RESCUE ENCIRCLED MEN. 

In the Trones wood soldiers of the West 
Kent regiment had been surrounded two 
days ago by the Germans. They held out 
valiantly for forty-eight hours, until their 
comrades, forging on today in the new 
attack, succeeded in rescuing them. 

By hewing, biasting, and bayoneting 
their way the British broke through the 
German second line from above Bazen- 
tin to below Trones wood. In point of 
area, this is much the best work done by 
the British since the beginning of the last 
fortnight. Fighting continues around 
Ovillers; and virtually the whole village 
is in British hands. 

The capture of Longueville brings 
Haig’s line five miles east of the origina! 
front and into position with the French 
at Hardecourt. In the wood beyond 


ridge the battle in unabated. 


IMPERIL IMPORTANT TOWN. = 
Slowly but steadily the British ad- 
vance continues. The positions they won 
today put in peril the German hold on 
Pozieres, on the main road from Albert 
to Bapaume. The Anglo-French gains 
from July 1 include now fifteen villages 
and over 20,000 prisoners. 

Fully appreciating that there is still 
much stern work ahead for Gen. Haig 
and his gallant fighters, the British pub- 
He considers that the progress of the 
last fortnight is augury of greater 
things.

BRITISH FRONT IN FRANCE, July

-As a spectacle to an eye witness, this 
action surpassed thatof July lL. Taking 
needed ground for organizing new 
trenches and throwing out small parties, 
whe dug themselves in, the British army 
has been gradually gaining a position 
from Ovillers, La Boisselle, and Montau- 
ban, a distance of four miles, from which 
to deliver a*blow. At many points they 

-were within 200 yards of the German 
second line.

GREATEST CONCERT OF GUNS. 

The ground gained by the British on 
July 1 and in subsequent operations gave 
the observer a viewpoint from which the 
whole line of attack could be seen. The 
faint moonlight enabled the gunners dim- 
ly to see their work, the infantry and the 
contour of the ground. “ This is a real 
daylight saving show,” said one of the 
gunners. 

Seemingly, as the observer pushed 
close to the German line, there was the 
greatest concentration of guns of all cali- 
bers probably ever made in a given area. 
From behind the German trenches gained 
on July 1 darted the flashes through a 
blanket of night. One! two! three! four! 
for battery after battery was shooting 
at high speed, from the bottom of the 
hillside to the top. 

The scene of artillery power was no less 
indescribable than the thrilling sugges- 
tion of the waiting infantry battalion 
lines which were seen going into posi- 
tion before the battle. At the moment 
the assault started there was no interval 
in the thunders as the guns moved for- 
ward, their curtain of fire infront of the 
first wave of infantry advancing across 
the zone between their trenches and the 
German lines. 

At the first flush of dawn the first Brit- 
ish aeroplane came humming from its 
aerodrome toward the German lines, and 
the sausage shaped balloons arose, oblong 
and grotesque monitors. ’ 


Smoke Clouds Go Ahead. 
While the smoke clouds from the British 
lines were carried by favorable winds — 
the shells made other points of the lin 
indistinct, the ridge of Longueval, where 
the British burrowed forward against 
comfmanding positions and a stubborn, 
cunning, and brave foe, was seen distinct- 
ly to be in their possession. 
More lines of troops were moving 
through the German curtgins of shellfire 
‘to the support of those who had gained 
the hotly desired summit, and now were 
looking down hill where the German guns 
are hidden and with the Bapaume ridge 
in the distance. 


BERLIN STILL CONFIDENT. 

BERLIN, July 14.—[By Wireless to 
Sayville.}]— The. offensive of the entente 
allies on the western front has not caused 
the withdrawal by the Germans of a sin- 
gle man or a single gun from the Verdun 
front, where the attack on the French 
fortress is being consistently and success- 
fully pressed, says a statement issued to- 
day by the Overseas News agency, sum- 
marizing newspaper comments @n the 
western front campaign. 

‘“‘The German success reported yester- 
day to have been won on the right bank 
of the Meuse, near Fort Souville and 
Laufee plateau, is commented upon by 
the German newspapers as an event of 
‘remarkable importance,” says the news 
a y summary. ‘“ This, the first enter- 
prise attempted at Verdun since the be- 
ginning of the great enemy offensive, 
proves conclusively that the head of the 
German army, despite all hostile attacks 
on both the eastern and western fronts, 
has not lost sight of the original object 
in view. 

“No German soldier and no German 
cannon have been withdrawn from Ver- 
dun, and the battle is continuing success- 
fully, with the initiative in German 


hands.” 


GREEK KING ESCAPES FIRE 
WHICH DESTROYS PALACE. 


Pavilion of Queen Mother and 
Residence of Crown Prince Also 
Burn in Forest Blaze. 


PARIS, July 14.—A wireless dispatch 
from Athens today describes the destruc- 
tion of the summer palace of King Con- 
stantine and the burning of the forest of 
Tatoi, in which the palace stood. The 
king, says the dispatch, escaped in an 
automobile from a -dangerous position 
where he was directing the foresters en- 
deavoring to extinguish the fire which 
had started in the woods. 

Many rsons were caught by the 
flames and perished, among them sev- 
eral army officers. The forest, which was 
the largest in Greece, was entirely burned 


over, the total loss from the flames ex-}| 


ceeding 40,000,000 francs. 

It is suspected that the fire started from 

the carelessness of wandering vagabonds 
in throwing cigaret stubs into dry brush 
wood, the countryside being dried out by 
lack of rain and intense heat.

Forgets Its Mourning as Thou- 
Sands of the Troops 
~, Pass In Parade. 


BY CAROLYN WILSON. 
(Special Cable to The Tribune.) 
PARIS, July 14.—Paris is resounding 

to martial music for the first time since 
the war began, for today is the 127th an- 
niversary of the taking of the Bastile—an 
anniversary which symbolizes as much 
to every Frenchman as our own Inde- 
pendence day does to us. In 1789 the an- 
cestors of these war tried men who 
marched today through Panis streets 
died fighting for “Les Droits de 
Homme” (rights of mankind). And 
because every French heart knows 
this is the watchword of the pres- 
ent war, 1,500,000 of sorrowing Pa- 


jrisians put aside their grief and with 


cheers and glad cries spurred their army 
on with encouragement. Beside mourn- 
ing weeds on the statue of Alsace were 
bright flowers of victory, and on every 
widow's breast were the three colors of 
France and 


which she threw to the soldiers as col- 
umn after column of Belgian, Russian, 
English, Scotch, and Moroccan troops 
swung by. 


Crowd Wild with Enthusiasm. 
The crowd went mad with enthusiasm. 
The procession took forty-five minutes 
to pass, clipping by at double quick mili- 
tary march. The Russians were mag- 
cent—picked men, not one under 6 
feet—marching in close formation, thirty 
men across, breaking into odd, stirring, 
choppy bits of song as they marched. | 
There were Senegalese and a bat- 
talion from Indo-China of dusky yllow 
men, who in their khaki and yellow col- 
lars looked like a field of mustard. There 
were East Indians and cocky Marins, 
whom French love almost best of all, 
splendid cavalry and several companies 
of dispatch riders. 


All Kinds of Noise. 

Then after all, like a rolling, dull gray 
sea, swept wave upon wave of blue hel- 
meted infantry. As for the noise, there 
was everything imaginable. There were 
bagpipes, deep drums, and reedy piping 
from the Senegalese clarinets. The pro- 
cession of three miles is the best thing 
Paris has done since the war. Coming at 
the moment of the Franco-British ad- 
vance it has inspired the civilians and it 
is sending thousands of soldiers back to 
their trenches tomorrow to spread cheer 
among the several million weary but de- 
termined poilus that Paris is preparing 
for victory. 


Fighting for Life, Poincare Says. 

President Poincare made an address, in 
which he said: 

“We are fighting not for honor alone, 
but for honor and life. To be or not to 
be—that is the painful problem imposed 
on the conscience of the great European 
nations. 

“We are seeking entire restitution of 
our invaded provinces and those seized 
forty-six years ago, for reparation for 
the violation of rights at- the expense of 
France or her allies, and for the guaran- 
tees necessary for a definite safeguard of 
our national independence.”

PETROGRAD, July 14.—A Teutonic 
offensive near Stobychwa, northeast of 
Kovel, in an attempt to drive the Rus- 
sians from the left bank of the Stokhod 
river failed, according to a statement 
tonight by the war office. The intensity 
of the fighting west of the Stripa river 


follows: 

Southeast of Lake Narocz near the 
Stakhovtzy farm we attacked and 
put to flight German advance guards. 
On the left bank of the Stokhod near 
the village of Zaretchie, south of 
Stobychwa, the enemy, under cover 
of artillery fire, took the offensive, 
but was driven back to his trenches. 
Enemy aeroplanes dropped bombs on 
Lutsk and on the station of eiatah 
northeast of Lutsk. . 

In the region to the southeast of 
the town of Svinionkhi, near the vil- 
lage of Pustomyty, the enemy fired 
salvos from big and small guns. In 
the region to the west of the Stripa 
the intensity of the fighting lessened 
appreciably. 


Russians Take More Prisoners.

PEACE WITH U.S. 


Feeling of Good Will Big 
Aid in Avoiding War, 
' Says Mexican Leader. 


Mexico City, July 14.—Gen. Carranza in 
an interview today said that the status 
of the negotiations with Washington was 
satisfactory as the result of the good will 
shown to each other by Mexico arid the 
United States. 

“ Thanks to this feeling of good will,”’ 
the first chief continued, “we will be 
able to avoid war. War is something I 
do not desire, but if there were no other 
remedy for the situation I would entcr 
upon it.” 

Gen. Carranza, however, refused to dis- 
cuss the situation as it relates to the, 
possible action of President Wilson or 
of the Latin-American nations which of- 
fered to mediate in the trouble between 
the United States and Mexico. Within 
a short time, the first chief said, there 
would be incorporated in the constitution 
of Mexico all the reforms which now find 
a place in the program of the Constitu- 
tionalists. 


Plan to Break Villa’s Power. 

Chihuahua City, Mex., July 14.—Gen. 
Matias Ramos, directing the government 
forces operating against Villista bandits 
in southern Chihuahua, is redisposing his 
troops preparatory to a quick, powerful 
drive, which, it is hoped, will break the 
outlaw’s power in that section, Gen. Ja- 
cinto Trevino, military commander of the 
northeast, announced tonight. 

Reports from Gen. Ramos, who has es- 
tablished his base of operations at Parral, 
said that he had the main bandit forces 
practically surrounded south of Som- 
breretillo, and expected to force a fight 
as soon as he Aad his local commands dis- 
posed to his liking. 

Gen. Ernesto Garcia, commanding the 
Parral garrison, also reported to Gen. 
Trevino today that all danger of a suc- 
cessful attack upon the town by the ban~ 
dits had vanished with the arrival of Gen. 
Ramos’ troops. 

Gen. Trevino announced that reports 
from all other points in his district, in- 
cluding Tampico, indicate quiet. He dis- 
cussed also the possibility of assigning 
some of the large forces of the troops at 
his command to garrisons in the mining 
centers of the state, that the mining and 
smelting industries may shortly resume 
operations.

MEXICANS FIRE — 
ON 1ST INFANTRY 


Men of Company I Remain 
' Calm Despite Snip- 
ing Tactics! 


San Antonio, Tex., July 14.—[Special.]— 
The men of the First Illinois infantry 
have been under fire and they have con- 
ducted themselves like regulars. Officers 
of the regiment are particularly elated 
over the incident because of panic breed- 
ing nature of the fire the men were sub- 
jected to. 

Hidden in a clump of mesquite to the 
south of the camp, where I company was 
assigned to guard duty, a dozen or more 
rifles kept up an intermittent fire on the 
men on outpost duty. The troop®rs had 
strict orders not to return the fire until

command did not come in all the twenty- 
four hours of watchfulness. 


- Officers Pleased with Men. 

The officers returned to camp late in the 
afternoon to report the full details. They 
said with their fleld glasses they could 
just detect movement in the underbrush, 
but the clothes of the snipers*were so 
nearly the color of the vegetation it was 
almost impossible to make out the num- 
ber of meéfi or the nature of their arms. 

“ Every one of those bullets was fired 
with a high powered rifie,”” said Lieut. 
Hatry A. Gano of Company I, who was 
officer of the guard. ‘‘ The bullets kicked 
up the dust all around us Once as many 
ae fifteen bullets landed within a dozen 
yards of our men in a few minutes.

Although not given out officially, the 
fact and purpose of Col. Foreman’s 
visit to brigade headquarters became 
known. It was stated further that the 
reply to his request was that change 
of camp could not be made. Although 
the officers in charge of the brigade 
were ready and willing to do all in their 
power for the safety and comfort of the 
Illinois and other state soldiers, no bet- 
ter spot for a camp could be found for 
them in the Brownsville district, it was 
argued by the commanding officers. 


Visit of Gen. Parker. 

A few hours after the colonel’s visit 
Gen. James Parker, commanding all the 
troops in the district, made a trip of in- 
spection through the cavalrymen’s camp. 

After tramping the mud of the troop 
street and noting the general condition 
of the camp brought about by the heavy 
rains, Gen Parker ordered that every 
tent be given a wooden flooring, a meas- 
ure that would have been taken by the 
cavalry officers days ago had the govern- 
ment issued the lumber for the purpose. 
He also directed that semi-permanent 
wooden kitchens and troop mess halls be 
constructed. 

“What do you think of the muddy 
condition of the streets?’’ Gen. Parker 
was asked following the inspection. 

“It is a little worse than I expected it 
would be,’’ was the reply. “‘ On account 
of the peculiar qualities and stickiness 
of the mud in this part of Texas I shall 
recommend that the construction be in- 
‘stalled as soon as possible.”’ 


Geography of Camp Parker. 

Camp Parker is located in the midst of 
a flat cactus stubbed half desert, half 
a mile from the Rio Grande and three 
miies west of Brownsville. It is infested 
by tarantulas, scorpions, and other ven- 
omous insects. When the sun is shining 
upon it it fairly swelters and when it 
rains the ground becomes a mass of 
sticky mud. 

The entire country for many™miles 
around is practically the same, all of ita 
portion of delta of the Rio Grande. Ten 
years ago it was considered so unsanitary 
a habitation for white men that Fort 
Brown, the army post at Brownsville, 
was abandoned for a considerable time. 

During the present week there have 
been heavy rains, and what little drill- 
ing has been done has been accomplished 
mainly between downpours and with the 
men tramping shoe deep through the 
mud, 


A Sergeant’s Diary. 

Here is an extract from a sergeant's 
diary: 

‘“‘Qut into the rain we went, slipping 
around in the,damn mud. The drill ground 
was the bottom of an old lake or pond. 
The clay soil just wets on top, causing a 
sticky, unpleasant mud. When one con- 
siders that a person has only one change 
of clothing, he will realize the discomfort 
of getting wet and muddy. 

‘The tents in the middle part of the 
streets were terribly muddy. The quar- 
termaster’s tent had to be removed be- 
cause the floor became so muddy. At 4 


rain did not come down, but the mud, 
like our sins, was with us. We flopped 
around in mud sometimes up to our shoe 
tops, other times standing in water or 
charging through the mesquite. 

“Mud, mud, mud. We roll, we stick, 
we sljde. Would that my feet weighed 
less, and then my heart would purer be. 
Mud, mud, mud.”

KILL THE PORK BILL. 

The rivers and harbors pork barrel bill of the 
eurrent session is now at its next but last stage. 
After emesging from the house committee it recom- 
mended an expenditure of thirty-nine and a half 
millions. In the senate nearly five millions more 
were added, but the bill passed by a margin of only 
three votes. In conference the total was cut to 
$42,886,085 and the house passed it on Tuesday, 
but by a vote which showed a net gain of twenty- 
three votes against the bill as compared to the num- 
ber opposed to the original bill 

The test, Tur Trisunm is glad to see, showed 
a gain in the opposition to this shameful evil among 
middle western representatives. Lllinois, Indiana, 
Towa, Michigan, Minnesota, ami Wisconsin gave 
only fourteen votes, and one paired, in favor of the 
report out of their total of eighty-three. Here is 
the list of pork barrel supporters in these states:

But senators will do 
well to realize that the waste of the pork barrel 
will be resented more than ever it has been before, 
not only because the public knows more about this 
evil than in the past but also because, in the face 
of necessary additional] national expenditure, wast- 


age on indefensible public works appears more brazen 


and inexcusable. 


LABOR GRAFTERS. 

The conviction of the business agents and labor 
men responsible for corrupt dealings, terrorism and 
brigandage in Chicago is another bit of progress in 
the slow work of reducing our own species of Mex- 
ican disorder, 

The wage earner gains nothing from the dishonest 
and violent operations of these men. What they are 
doing is not a part of the effort of labor to improve 
its condition. They are working for themselves at 
the expense of labor. 

The extortion and violence of which they are the 
cause fills their own pocketbooks. It does not give 
a@ penny to the men who give them power. Union- 
ism may not understand them, may be deceived by 
them, or may be unable to get rid of them, but cer- 
tainly is injured by them. |

THE MEXICAN RECKONING 
ee - COMING. 

Tt is reported from Washington that a state de- 
partment estimate reckons the amount of claims 
against Mexico will be about $1,000,000,000. As 
soon as responsibility can be located in a Mexican 
government the property owners who have. suffered 
from the disorders will ask for recompense. 

Some of the claims, to an amount not indicated 
in the estimate, will be referred by foreign corpora- 
tions and individuals and they will be backed by 
their governments. One reason the United States 
has heard so little of foreign losses in Mexico is 
because the foreign governments are too busy with 
more important matters. They merely defer; they 
do not ignore. 

When they have time, when their hands are free, 
they will ask for an accounting. The destruction of 
foreign investments in Mexico is sure to interest 
nations suffering from the great destruction in 
Europe. 

Mexico is the ward of the United States. We may 
try to avoid that fact, but we cannot. The United 
States is responsible in foreign opinion for the con- 
duct of Mexican affairs. If it is not responsible it 
may stand aside and the foreign governments will 
protect their people and their people's property. If 
the United States is responsible it must give the 
protection. 

The United States will have a great deal of dif-

The conjunction of the United States and Mexico 
is the only one of the kind that could be found any- 
where. The United States could not conduct itself 
as Mexico does and continue to do so. If conditions 
of life here became what they are in Mexico the 
other nations of the world would put a stop to it. 

If Canada were subjected to the sort of treatment 
the United States receives from Mexico there would 
be no tolerance of our conduct by Great Britain. 

Mexico is exempt from the rules of the world and 
is exempt only because of the United States, which 
chiefly suffers from Mexican acts. 


EDUCATIONAL CONTROL. 

At the present moment a courageous and, we be- 
lieve, sincere attempt to correct vicious conditions 
ls open to the danger of political abuse. The re- 
peal of the merit clause, so-called, governing teach- 
ers’ tenure of office was directed at evils existing, 
it is credibly charged, in the actual working of the 
system. The merit clause repealed, it is asserted, did 
not protect merit. ' 

President Loeb’s article in yesterday's Tris 
charges a condition of affairs which the community 
cannot afford to ignore. 

It is, of course, riot to be tolerated that teach- 
ers in public schools should complicate their work 
with the aims and problems of trade unionism. In- 
dividuals who are not willing to recognize in teach- 
ing a special public trust with special limitations 
are not fit to be teachers, and it is of utmost impor- 
tance to the schools and the community that trade 
union politics and trade union tactics, however 
legitimate they may be in the effort of the wage 
earner to better his private fortune, should not be 
allowed to invade school affairs, dictate their condi- 
tions, and make of the teaching body an instrument 
of industrial warfare. 

So far as President Loeb’s effort is directed at 
this danger he will have the hearty support of the 
great majority of the community. But Mr. Loeb un- 
doubtedly realizes the defects of the measure he 
has felt compelled to adopt to meet what he feels, 
with much reason, is a critical situation calling 
for some immediate drastic check. We have no 
doubt he will welcome any sincere, unsentimental, 
and practical effort to establish a real merit system 
which shall be proof against any dictation or sub- 
terranean influence, and which shall keep the teach- 
ing force strictly on the basis of teaching efficiency. 

A committee of citizens has recommended the “ im- 
mediate organization of a public education association 
to act as a constructive agency in carrying out the 
positive measures which would be substituted for the 
present negative action and disturbed conditions.” If 
such an association were composed of citizens of 
1 presentative character and freedom from ulterior 
influences, there is reason to hope it could force out 
of school affairs in due time the influences now 
charged with their demornalization and also bring 
continuing support to a constructive program of 
educational progress. But there is decided danger 
that e large association would be subject to invasion 
by political or other influences interested not in the 
establishment of real school reforms but in such ir- 
relevant interests as are represented by trade union- 
ism. Even the small committee which has made the 
recommendations contains several members who can 
hardly be expected to deal with the present situation 
in an impartial way, and if we are to have a com- 
pact central body, like the M. V. L., which is most 
desirable, it must be as free as that body has been 
from bias and ulterior interest. 

But given a compact committee of high character, 
competence, and disinterestedness, we think it could 


papers and of the intelligent classes of the city, just 
as the M. V. L. is sure of it because the M. V. L. 
has deserved it. 

The committee also urges that the board recon- 
sider its recent action, but as to this recommenda- 
tion there well may be some hesitation. It is not 
clear that, pending the organization of the proposed 
critical body and the actual establishment of a merit 
system freg from ulterior influences, it may not be 
safer to rest upon the now existing basis rather than 
the one which preceded it. The danger of President 
Loeb’s new rule is of a gradual invasion of the 
teaching body by spoils politics, not any sudden in- 
undation. Before serious results can ensue, we trust 
the new criticism will have established its super- 
visiyn and a true merit system will have been set up. 
It this is to be expected, the board may well refuse 
to retreat from its present position until it has 
been made clear that it has created a situation more 
hurtful to the schools than that which preceded it.

THE NEED OF AN AIR PATROI. 
{From the Minneapolis Tribune.) 
The action of the Aero Club of America in gend- 


ing a cable to the American aviators now with 
the French army, asking them to come home and 
serve their own country, forcibly illustrates the 
utter inefficiency of our military authorities in 
delaying with this branch of the military service. 
The air patrol is an essential factor tn modern 
warfare. If the United States army had been 
properly equipped with these “military eyes,” 
Gen. Pershing’s men of the Tenth cavalry might 
have been warned of the trap set for them at 


Carrizal and it is certain that news of the result 
of that clash would not have been so long de- 
layed, 

Immediately after the raid at Columbus it de- 
veloped that the army had but two aeroplanes on 
the border and now these have been entirely worn 
but. Frantic appeals for additional planes failed 
to produce them. The Aero club at the time of 
the Columbus raid called the attention of the war 
department to the situation, but the secretary of 
war replied that the force to be sent into Mexico 
was sufficient. Lieut. Col. Reber, then head of 
the aviation corps, declared that the expedition 
would be in Mexico but a short time and that 
there was no need of additional acroplanes. Since 
then Col, Reber has been dropped from his post 
@s a result of an investigation of the aviation 
corps affairs. The attention of congress has been 
called to the deficiency in aviation equipment, but 
little has been done toward remedying the defect. 

After three months the secretary of war is try- 
ing to find out how many aeroplanes are avail- 
able and how soon they can be supplied. This 
“watchful waiting” policy, when applied to the 
aero service, is costing the American troops in

ATYPICAL GOUT. 

ETER a person has had one or 
more attacks of more typical acute 
gout his disease is liable to taper 
off into chronic, irregular, and 
atypical gout. The attacks are 

more frequent but they are much less 
severe. The joints remain swollen all the 
time, but they are never very painful or 
very sore. In about one-fourth of the 
cases small white masses of uric acid 
appear under the skin on the back of the 
ear, near the margin. : 

It is more difficult to tell the difference 
between this kind of gout and chronic 
rheumatism, though it is safe to say that 
even among the people with these symp- 
toms who think they have uric acid the 
cause is something else in three out of 
every’four cases. 

As a people we are heavy meat eaters. 
None of the peoples of Western Europe 
eat as much meat as do the people of the 
United States. 

If a man thinks he has uric acid and 
therefore wishes to lessen the amount 
of protein he takes he might as well! do 
so. Even though he is not suffering 
from uric acid he will gain by changing 
to a diet containing less protein.

Most 
any vegetable would fall into the peas 
and beans class or the carrots and tur- 
nips class. With the exception of ba- 
nanas fruits contain about the same per- 
centage of albumin.

LL records in the way of rapid pro- 
motion haye been broken by the 
appointment of a mere corporal 
of the army medical corps, who 
has recently been doing gallant 


service at the front in France, rescuing 
wounded and dying under the fire of the 
enemy, to the rank of cabinet minister, 
with a stipend which, through the pool- 
ing of all salaries in the coalition cabinet 
for the duration of the war, amounts to 
a little over $20,000 a year. 

The corporal is Scotland’s premier earl, 
Lord Crawford, chieftain of the old Scot- 


| tish clan of Lindsay, and the cabinet 


office to which he has been appointed is 
that of minister of agriculture, in suc- 
cession to Lord Selborne, who recently 
resigned on account of differences with 
the administration. 

At the beginning of the war Lord Craw- 
ford enlisted as a private in the royal 
army medical corps, declining the offer 
of a commission, and eventually was 
granted the stripes of a corporal. Twen- 
ty-seventh Earl of Crawford, tenth Earl 
of Calcarres, and thirty-fifth Lord Lind- 
say, he is known among his relatives 
and intimates friends as “‘ Hal.” 

He sat for several years in the house 
of commons, was a junior lord of the 
treasury in the last Balfour administra- 
tion, and won favor in the lower chamber 
of the national legislature by the clever- 
ness and lucidity of his speeches an1 by 
his keen sense of kindly humor. Both at 
Eton and at Magdalen college, Oxford, 
where he took honors, he achieved fame 
ag an athlete, is one of the cleverest 


player, an authority on art, and keenly 
interested in agriculture and in the vari- 
ous problems connected with rural life, 
eo 

Unlike his late father and most of the 
members of his family, Lord Crawford 
is dark haired. As a rule, the Lindsays 
are sandy haired, and it is by reason of 
this hue of the hair, rather than in con- 
sequence of their alleged flightiness of 
conduct, that the members of his clan 
are popularly known throughout Scot. 
land as “ the light Lindsays.”’ ? 

Lord Crawford's family is of Scandi- 
navian origin, and he is descended from 
the same stock as the dukes of Nor- 
mandy, who after the battle of Has‘ings 
became kings of England. The Lindsays 
frequently intermarried with the royal 
houses of Stuart and Bruce, were for a 
long time the feudal lords of the now 
glorified and ducal Hamiltons, whitie 
among the foreign sovereigns that in- 
clude lairds of Lindsay among thetr an- 
cestors are Emperor Francis Joseph of 
Austria and King Alfonso of Spain. 

Such was the grandeur of the family 
in the fifteenth century that when David 
Lindsay, Earl of Crawford, lord high a4- 
miral and lord justiciary of Scotian‘, was 
created in 1488 Duke of Montrose by 
James IV, he refrained from assuming 
the title, considering it beneath his dig- 
nity, an example which was followed by 
his successors. It was owing to this that 
200 years later the crown felt its:if at 
liberty to bestow the dukedom of Mont- 
rose upon the head of the house of Gra- 


A number of the LAndsays, a Lord Craw- 
ford among them, took part in the Amer- 
ican war of independence. One of them 
lies buried in New Jersey, where a tomlL- 
stone marks his birth and lineage. The 
Lord Crawford of the war of independ- 
ence received thirteen bullets through bis 
coat at the battle of Ticonderoga, and 
when introduced, after his return to Eng- 
land, by George III. to Benedict Arnold 
apostrophised the latter in the presence

Golden weddings are so rare among the 
royal families of Europe that it may be 
worth while calling attention to the fact 
that Princess Helena of Great Britain, 
third sister of the late King Edwaru, 
celebrated on July 5 the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of her wedding to Prince Christian 
of Schleswig-Holstein. 

There has been no golden weddirg in 
the reigning house of Great Britain for 
more than a hundred years, the last event 
of this kind having been the golden wed- 
ding of George IIL. and Queen Charlotte, 
in 1811. The only other golden weddings 
of any royal or imperial importance in 
the last hundred years were those of 
Emperor William and Empress Augusta 
of Germany and of the late King O3:ar 
and Queen Sophia of Sweden. 

Prince Christian, naturalized by act of 


, parliament as an Englishman on the oc- 


casion of his marriage in 1866, has made 
his home ever since in Great Britaia. 
Prince Christian was the guardian of his 
niece, the present German empn-:ess, 
throughout her girlhood and until her 
marriage. Her mother was of a mind sea 


‘unbalanced that she spent the greater 


portion of her widowhood, in a retreat 
for the insane. It therefore fell to the 
lot of her dead husband's brother, Priiice 
Christian of Schleswig-Holstein, to cara. 
for her and bring up her daughters urtil 
their marriage.

The elder son of Prince and Princess 
Christian lost his life while serving as an 
officer of the English army in the Boer 
war, sixteen years ago. The only re- 
maining son, Pince Albert, is next in the 
line of succession to the large entailed 
estates now held by the childless Duke 
Ernest Gunther of Schleswig-Holstein 
and to the perpetual annuity of $$9.05v0 
conceded by the Prussian treasury to the 
chief of the house of Schleswig-Holstein 
in return for the compulsory surrender 
by the kaiserin’s father of his clairms to 
the sovereignty of the duchies of Schles- 
wig and Holstein. 

Prince Albert was given to understand 
that he could only be permitted to suc- 
cee? to the family property and to the 
annuity of his cousin, the duke, in the 
event of his becoming a German citizen, 
of his being brought up as a German. and 
of his joining the Prussian army. He 
has remained at Berlin ever sinca the 
beginning of the war and has devcted 
himself to Red Cross and Philanthropic 
work. contributing in no small degree to 
the alleviation of the lot of the civil and 
military English captives in the various 
prison camps in Germany. 

Old Prince and Princess Christian have 
two daughters. One of them is Princess 
Victoria, who is unmarried, and why, 
after Princess Beatrice’s marriage to tne 
late Prince Henry of Battenberg, became 
to a great extent a companion of her 
grandmother, Queen Victoria. The other, 
Princess Louise, was formerly married 
to Prince Aribert of Amhalt, gwhom she 
was compelled to divorce. 

After a visit to the United States, ander 
an incognito name, and calling at the 
White House on President and Mrs. Mc- 
Kinley, she returned to England, took 
up her residence there, dropped the name 
of Amhalt, and resumed that of Princess 
Louise of Schleswig-Holstein. It was 
her divorce that led Queen Victoria to 
depart from her stringent rule berrmnge 
divorcees, no matter how innocent, from 
court.

STATE PAYS FOR - 
MANLY BEAUTIES 
IN LEGISLATURE 


Fergus’ Suit Reveals Cost of 
~ Gombs and Many Other 
Toilet Articles. 


Springneld, Nl., July 14.~—[Special.}— 
Times were—and not so long in the past— 
when the statesmen of Illinois adopted 
as one of their chief political assets the 
Sartorial aspects of the rough hewn and 
shirt sleeved. The halls of the legisla- 
ture were filled with the saviors of the 
common wealth, clad, if not in homespun, 
in something which was equally loose 
fitting and durable. ; : 
But now, those who serve the state 
in the senate and house have adopted as 
their guide and mentor in such things 
that paragon of manly comeliness, the 
Hon. James Hamilton Lewis. 

At least this is the deduction to be had 
from the testimony of Secretary of State 
Stevenson today in the Fergus commit- 
tee expenses and deficiency bi! euits. 


How Money Was Used. 

Mr. Stevenson admitted that he had 
epent $1,500 for combs, hair brushes, 
clothes brushes, and other articles which 
make for the beautification of the man. 
Mr. Stevenson said, however, that the 
amount of the state funds which went for 
this purpose under his disbureement was 
$1,000 less than under several of his prede- 
cessors, 

He prided himself that he had accom- 
plished this economy without harm to 
the members. In fact, he said, that he 
never noted the need of further grooming 
by any of the members who came under 
his charge, but thought they were a vast 
improvement over those of certain of the 
sessions which he could recall. 

Mr. Stevenson also was questioned re- 
garding the state expeditures for foun- 
tain nens, pocket knives, and card cases. 


Action Taken by Fergus. 

The hearing resulted from the efforts 
of J. B. Fergus of Chicago, who seeks 
to restrain certain state officials from 
paying out funds which it is alleged never 
have been appropriated by the legislature. 
Rufus M. Potts, state insurance super- 
intendent, and F. F. Bell, secretary of the 
legislative reference bureau, thus ex- 
plained how some officials did this. Brief- 
ly, the system follows: 

The state officials would hire the needed 
help or buy supplies, explaining to the 
person engaged or from whom the goods 
were purchased that he (the state offi- 
cial) would not violate the law involved, 
but eventually obtaining payment for 
such services or goods through emergency 
or deficiency appropriations.

HE life story of the late Al- 
fred Russel Wallace was told 
in detailin his autobiography 
published several years ago, 
but the work of Mr. James 
Marchant in compiling a 
number of Wallace's letters 
and supplying reminiscences 
of the great naturalist in a 
volume published by Harper's supple- 
ments that work while, of course, going 
over some of the same ground.

The correspondence is divided into sub- 
jects, which is a good idea, and over LW 
pages are devoted to the letters passing 
between Wallace and Darwin.

Darwin 
wag at first almost discouraged on receiv- 
ing Wallace’s letter from Sarawak which 
proved that others than the “ Origin’s ” 
author had been working on the subject. 
But both men showed the greatest fair- 
ness and modesty about the matter, Dar- 
win having Wallace’s paper read at the 
same meeting as his own. When the 
semi-centennial of the discovery was helé 
in 1908 Wallace disclaimed the priority 
which some had thought him entitled to 
and said he and Derwin had arrived atthe 
same conclusion independently, but that 
the latter head been working on the theory 
and proying it for twenty years.

FOR RACE OFFICIALS 


BEWARE OF STRANGERS. 

Don’t Msren iw the stranger at 
Hawthorne today who tells you 
he is a bookmaker and invites 
you to make a bet. There are 
likely to be many such men 
who are irresponsible and who 
will decamp with your money.

The matter of betting is a serious prob- 
lem which the racetrack officials face at 
Hawthorne today, and not because of the 
warnings coming from those who have 
appealed to Sheriff Traeger, either. The 
difficulty is going to be in guarding 
against sharps who will pose as *‘ hand- 
book makers,’ and ensnare the public 
anxious to ‘‘ get down” a bet. 

Warning has come to track officials that 
scores of such ‘‘ sharks "’ plan to appear 
at the racetrack, display large rolls, and 
lay for the unsuspecting. They have en- 
gaged runners, it is said. to go out and 


men, just as soon as they get-a good sum 
of money, will quit the track and leave 
the bettors in the lurch. 


Beware of Unknowns. 

The only thing the track officials can do, 
aside from engaging the large police force 
and posting signs everywhere, is to warn 
the public through the newspapers not 
to wager even a small sum with men they 
don’t know. There is to be no be‘ting un- 
less it be private wagers, with which the 
track officials consider they have nothing 
to do where it is not done openly. 

A force of 112 Pinkerton men has been 
specially engaged for the meeting to look 
out for this feature, as well as they can, 
and also after the ticket sales. This force 
is in charge of Superintendent’ Edward 
Weiss and includes some of the best po- 
lice officers from all over the country, 
who have obtained furloughs and will 
come on to Chicago.

Cooking Green Beans. 


REEN beans may be as green as 
grass when cooked. No good 
French cook would think of serv- 
ing them if they were not thus 
green. But about ninety timcs 

out of a hundred with us string beans are 
a semi-sulphur color. Green beans will 


‘be this color if cooked in a covered kettle, 


unless for an extremely shart time, or if 
cooked in a lot of water for a long time. 
There is a moment in the cooking of 
various green things when the vegetable 
will be ready to go to tastelessness, al- 
though it had generous flavor to start. 
There is certainly a difference in green 
string beans as to what treatment they 
should receive, and when they are wilted 
another element enters into the problem. 
It is my experience that perfectly fresh 
beans may be blanched for aJonger time 
than wilted ones from the market which 
have not been freshened fn running water. 


String Beans, 

Let cold water run on them to freshen, 
but do not leave them in standing water. 
Let them drain well if they are not crisp, 
as the water on their surface crisps them 
in the process of evaporation. Drop into 
rapidly boiling salted water and blanch 
from five to twenty minutes. The shorit- 
er time is best. Some beans require 
longer. Allow one teaspoon of salt totwo 
quarts of water. Pour into a colander 
when blanched and let cold water run on 
them. They may now be soft enough for 
salads as they are. If to be served hot, 
they may be cooked till soft in butter, or, if 
not, tender in water and finally some 
butter. If not green and of delicious flavor 
they are a failure.

The black rust situation does not change 
much in the northwest.

Who Gets the Dividend? 

J. W., Milwaukee, Wis—If you buy 
stock through a broker a few days be- 
fore the stock sells ex-dividend and the 
broker fails to have the shares trans- 
ferred to your name in time to have the 
dividend paid to you, it is his duty to get 
the dividend check and deliver it to you. 
The rules of stock exchanges require him 
to do this. As far ascan be learned there 
is no court decision on this exact point, 
but there is a settled rule of law that, 
when no speciff€ agreement has been 
made, the buyer of stock is entitled to all 
dividends declared after the purchase.

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CLEARING SYSTEM IS BEGUN 
BY FEDERAL RESERVE BANKS 


New York, July 14.—To facilitate trans- 
fer of money from one part of the coun- 
try to another, the federal reserve banks 
will inaugurate tomorrow their country- 
wide system of collecting bank checks. 
This development of the reserve system 
is regarded as second in importance only 
to the opening of the twelve federal re- 
serve banks in November, 1914. 

**Prompt and economical collection of 
checks, especially those payable at a 
distance, has been for years a problem 
of ever increasing difficulty,” R. H. Tre- 
man, deputy governor of the New York 
federal reserve bank, said today. ‘* The 
new system is of importance to every 
one who receives out of town checks or 
has remittances of that sort to make. 

‘* Reduced cost of collection will be of 
general benefit. Actual and proper cost 
of transferring money between points will 
be more equitably distributed. Less 
money will be tied up in the mails and 
each community will probably benefit by 
the retention in local banks of funds 
which have hitherto béen transferred to 
the larger cities as a necessaryincident to 
the existing collection arrangements.”
